Taylor Police Arrest Two 
in Jewelry Scam 

A man and woman have been 
charged in connection with a scheme 
that involved switching real diamond 
jewelry for fakes at an area depart- 
ment store, according to Detective 
Lieutenant Mary Sclabassi of the Tay- 
lor Police Department. 

Police responded to Southland 
Mall at about 5 p.m. on January 25, 
when store security staff allegedly ob- 
served the couple at a jewelry counter, 
switching earrings valued at $4,000 
with fake diamonds. The suspects 
were apprehended as they tried to 
leave the mall. 

Jennifer Christy Clemente, 29, 
of Farmington Hills, and Joshua Ryan 
Allen, 30, of Rochester Hills, were 
arraigned on one count of larceny by 
conversion in 23 District Court in 
Taylor. Bond was set at $50,000/ 
10% on each. 

No trial date has been set.

One of Taylor's first brick homes — built 
in 1926 — is being offered for sale by the 
City for just $1. 

The catch? The buyer must agree to 
move the home from its current location at 
21528 Northline Road no later than May 
31, 2010. 

The 2,110-square-foot, two-story, Arts 
and Crafts-style home is part of the federally 
funded Neighborhood Stabilization Pro- 
gram, which allows the City to acquire fore- 
closed-upon homes, and either remodel/ 
repair and sell the dwellings or demolish 
them.

Economic Development coordinator, said 
that if the home does not find a buyer, the 
City will tear it down in the spring. 

But Taylor officials hope it doesnt 
come to that. They want to find a buyer 
who will relocate the four-bedroom/two- 
bath house — which, Depa admits, “needs 
some work.” 

The vacant property would then be- 
come part of the southern border of Heri- 
tage Park. 

“Once the building is moved, the cur- 
rent basement walls, floor, and footings 
must be demolished and removed,” Depa 
said. “The basement must be backfilled, and 
the property will be graded and seeded. 
Then it will be integrated into the park.” 

All work performed at the location 
would follow federal, state, local, and En- 
vironmental Protection Agency regulations, 
he added. 

While the 84-year-old home is not part 
of ahistorical registry, it is one of the Taylors 
oldest homes. Depa said the City consid- 
ered moving the home into the historic vil- 
lage portion of Heritage Park, but cannot 
afford it. 

“We would prefer to see it reused rather 
than demolished,” Depa said. “But, at the 
end of the day, we may have to demolish it 
if we can't find someone to take it.” 

Depa believes the home may be of in- 
terest to a nearby resident who can appre- 
ciate the old Arts and Crafts-style home, 
and would want to preserve it and stay in 
Taylor. 

“Tt is classic early 20th-century archi- 
tecture,” he said. “And the price is right.”

Your Board members are 
working very hard to ensure that, despite 
these challenges, the Romulus Community 
Schools will continue to meet the educa- 
tional needs of our community. The fact 
remains, however, that our community is 
significantly smaller than it was five years 
ago. Because our public schools are here to 
support today’s community, they must con- 
tinue to change and adapt if we are to 
effectively meet our educational needs while 
using our financial resources wisely. — 

A Redesign Committee comprised of 
district and building administrators, teach- 
ers and support staff, union leadership, 


Board of Education members, and parents 
met over a span of three months to review 
the district's current K-12 configuration, 
building usage, and course offerings, and 
then explore ways to make our educational 
program stronger with the resources that 
we have available. The outcome of this 


project is a list of recommendations that 


will be shared at the Town Hall meeting.

By taking 
this opportunity to hear the recommenda- 
tions and share your opinions with our 
school board and district administrators, 
you will do your part to make sure that the 
next steps the district takes will continue 
to meet our children’s educational needs.

Crout: Laptops Are a Want, Not a Need 


To the Editor: 

It has been brought to my attention 
that the Romulus City Council will be vot- 
ing on laptop computers for themselves. 

When I was a Council member, we had 
two study sessions concerning this same 
topic. Our then-Clerk, Linda Choate, 
brought the Council information on the 
cost of producing paper information pack- 

ets. When I found out what the cost was, I 
spoke up against getting laptop computers. 
The cost was $1.59 per packet, times seven 
Council members, equaling $11.13 per 
meeting. Multiplying that figure by 36 
meetings per year produces a total annual 
cost of $400.68. Adding the cost of deliy- 
ering the packets — 52.8 gallons of gas times 
$2.50 per gallon, or $132 per year — brought 
the total annual cost of producing paper 
Council packets to $532.38. Even allow- 
ing for inflation, it would be less than $600 
per year for paper packets. 

With residents losing their jobs, taking 
benefit cuts, and losing their homes, this is 
not the time to spend tax dollars on some- 
thing we dont need. The City has run on 
paper packets for over 40 years. 

I have been told that switching to lap- 
tops will save trees. I have been told that 
its time to get into the 21st century. I be- 
lieve that the cost of the laptop computers 
and software will be approximately $13,000. 
Every three to four years, they will have to 


be replaced. There's no way this would be a 
money saver for the City. These laptops are 
a want, not a need. The problem is, when 
you want something bad enough, you can 
make up enough excuses to justify having 
it — but that doesn’t make it right. 

It wasnt feasible before, and now, when 


the City is in financial trouble, and taxpay- 
ers are being asked to bail the City out, we 


shouldnt be spending money on unneces- 
sary purchases. When I was on the Coun- 
cil, I heard from a number of residents who 
stated that their property taxes are too high, 
and they cant afford to live in Romulus. 


Some surrounding cities and townships 


have larger budgets than ours, but they 


continue to use paper packets. Those still 
using paper packets include Taylor, Van 
Buren Township, Belleville, Wayne, Huron 
Township, Inkster, Garden City, Browns- 
town Township, Allen Park, Melvindale, 
and Southgate. Lincoln Park has no lap- 
tops, either, but they do offer both elec- 
tronic and paper packets. Even our school 
district, which has a budget of over $40 
million, uses paper packets. 

Before our Council votes “yes” on lap- 
tops, I hope they remember that they’re 
going to be asking the taxpayers for a prop- 
erty tax increase. Is this how they want to 
spend our tax dollars?
